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Glinton dangles econornic carrot for North Korea 



WASHINGTON (AP) >- President Clinton 
implored communist North Korea Mday u>. 
.enter peace talks with the capitalist South 
and, In an unusual twist, held out the prospect 
of Western help to rebuild North Korea’s 
crumbling economy. 

At a White House news conferenM with 
Japanese Prime Minister I^taro Hashimoto, 
Clinton said North Korea was benefiting horn 
a 1994 agreement to scrap its nuclear 
weapons program in exchange for energy 
assistance from the West 

"They ought to go the next step now and 
resolve all their dlfterences with South Korea 
in 0 way that will permit the rest of us not 
only to ^e emergency food aid — because 
people are teiriblyhungry — but to woric with 
them in restrucnmng their entire economy 
and helping to make.it more funcdonal again, 
and dvmga brighter and better future m the 
people of North Koiea,** he said. 

After Oval Office talks on Korea and other 
subjects, Clinton said he and Hashimoto had 
agreed that while V.S.* Japanese trade fric« 
dons have eased over die past two years, they 
muse be careful to avoid o resurgence of 
Japan's trade surplus.

Earlier this month, Clinton sent a personal 
letter to Hashimoto expressing fear of a 
“resumed cycle of large Japanese trade 
imbalances” and pressxires in Japan to slow or 
reverse progress in opening its markets to 
U.S. companies. 

After nis talks with Hashimoto, Clinton 
seemed optimisilc on this count. 

“It’s also important to keep our systems 
to open, to keep opening them up, and to 
not let the trade balance get out of 
whack,” he said.' “And we’re committed to 
working on it, and I chink we’U be reason* 
ably successful if we work at it.” 

For his pan, Hashimoto told the news con- 
ference in the White House’s East Room, "We 
both suppon the commion objective of avoid- 
ing a significant increase in Japan’s external 
surplus by promoting strong domestic, 
demand-led growth in Japan.” 

Absent from Friday’s talks was the air of 
tension that bad hung over the relationship 
earlier this decade when serious fights over 
trade broke out frequently. The easier 


atmosphere was evident even before ’ 
-Friday’s talks began. 

Speaking to reporters before their meeting 
in the Ovm Office, Hashimoto lavished praise 
on Clinton and called him “Bill.” Clinton 
referred to Hashimoto as “my friend,” and 
, noted that their fonnal business got started a lit- 
tle late because they were playing with 
Hashimoto’s baby granddaughter. 

On North Korea, the United States has qui- 
etly wged Japan to join the Intemationol 
community in providing emergency food 
aid to a nation described by relief agencies 
as on the brink of catastrophic famine and 
starvation. 

In his' public remarks Friday, Clinton 
avoided criticizing Japan’s reluctance, 
which is based on. strong suspicions in 
Japan that North Korean agents kid- 
napped Japanese citizens In the 1970s and 
held them against their will. Clinton smd the 
onus is on North Korea to make the right rec- 
ondliadon moves. 

“The world will find a way to keep the peo- 
pie of North Korea from starving and from 
dealing with malnutrition, but they need to 
lift the burden of a system that is failing them 
... off their back, resolve their differences with 
the South," Clinton srid.

The trustees annuM report also 
said that Sodal Security’s financ- 
ing won't be enough to provide 
the baby boom generation with 
ben.efits comparable to what 
toda/s retirees receive.

Drug agent killer’s sentence overturned | ijeturn of thezeppeiin 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — In a- 
move chat could strain U.S.- 
Mexico relations ahead of a visit 
by President Clinton, a tribunal 
has overturned the sentence of a 
drug lord convicted of killing U.S. 
federal agent Enrique Camarena 
12 years ago. 

Rafael Caro Quintero was con* 
victed in the highly publicized 
death of Cameu^na, now consid* 
ered a drug-war martyr among 
fellow (^ug agents. 

The Mexican Attorney 
General’s Office said Friday 
there was no danger Caro 
Quintero would be freed because 
he already is serving time for 
another conviction. Ihe 40-yeor 
sentence in the Camarena death 


was overturned on a tedpicality, 
and another one could conceiv- 
ably be imposed after more court 
proceeding. 

U.S. officials in Mexico City 
and Washington had no com- 
ment 

But the tribunal’s decision was 
expected to raise tension in the 
days leading to Clinton’s visit 
here May 5-7, when the president 
hopes to address disputes about 
drug enforcement and immigra- 
tion policy. '

Pullout could force Israeli elections 



JERUSALEM (AP) — A meet- 
ing Friday between the ultra- 
Orthodox Shas Foiw and Israel's 
top opposition leader fueled spec- 
ulation that the religious party 
' might pull out of Benjamin' 
Netanyahu’s ruling coalition, a 
move that could bring down the 
government and force early elec- 
tions. 

Shas leaders say theji party 
chief was unfairly singled out for 
possible indictment in an influ- 
ence-trading scandal. The scan- 
dal, in which Netanyahu was 
implicated but cleared, would 
hurt Netanyahu’s chances in a 
new election. 

Netanyahu’s ruling coalition 
has 66 seats in the 120-member 
parliament, and Shas, with 10 leg- 
islators, can deprive him of his 
parliamentary majority if.it quits 
the coalition. 

That would undercut 
Netanyahu’s legitimacy and — 
eventually — probably force him 
to coll new elections. 

"It is possible we will initiate 
elections against this background 
and then we will meet at the 
' polls, as they say,” Rabbi David 
Yosef, a Shas leader, told Israel 
TV’s Channel 2 on Thursday. ' 

There were few details of the 
meeting Friday between senior 
Shas figures and Labor Party 
head Siumon Feres, Israel’s top ' 
opposition leader. 

But Peres said the talks

In a series of brash, daylight 
attacks, tribesmen hare seized an 
American and 11 Germans so far 
this year. The last kidnapping — 
of four Germans In March — was 
prompted by a tribe’s demands 
for government compensation for 
darnoge from lost ye^s floods. 

The tribesmen slaughtered a 
goat a day for their capdves and 
fed them rice and freshly baked 
pitabread. 

Mahoney, who was seized in 
1993 in the capital San'a where 
he was serving as U,S. 
Information Service chief at the 
' embassy, sdll recalls his kidnap- 
pers' hospitality. 

"I always tell roy friends if 
you’re going to be kidnapped, 
Yemen is the place to be Kid* 
napped,” said Mahoney, who yms 
freed after spending six days in 
Ma’rib and has since returned to 
Washinmon. 

He stui keeps his poem. 

Last year, a French diplomat 
was kidnapped, released, then 
seized again hours later by anoth- 
er focdon of the same tribe. The 
second kidnappers demanded — 
and got •» promises of 100 jobs 
for their men at oil facilities in 
Ma’rib, which has sizable 
reserves. 

To say the tribes wield authori*. 
ty is an understatement. 

Ma’rib is home to four power- 
ful tribes with more than 70 
branches. 


U.S. allows Iraq 
to fly Muslim 
pilgrims home 

BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) — Iraq 
flew nine military helicopters 
through a. U.S.*patrolled no*fly 
zone Friday to ferry Muslim pil- 
grims home from the border with 
Saudi Arabia. 

The United States has said it 
would tolerate the flights through 
the zone in southern Iraq because 
of their humanitarian nanire, but 
would not accept major military 
movements in the area. 

The offrdal Iraqi News Agency 
said the operation will continue 
for a few days "to transport 
sick, old and tired pilgrims to 
the places where they live.” 

The passengers had been on 
the annual MuSim pilgrimage, or 
hajl, to holy sites in Saudi 
Arabia. 

All able-bodied Muslims who 
can afford it are required to 
make the trip to Mecca and Mina 
at least once. 

The news agency said the first 
helicopter fli^t would bring pil- 
grims to the Mosul, a city in 
northern Iraq. That flight would 
also violate a northern no-fly zone 
patrolled by the United States 
and its allies. 

Earlier this month, Iraq flew 
104 pilgrims from a milit^ air 
base in Baghdad to Saudi Arabia. 

The United States failed to per- 
suade the U.N. Security Council 
that the move violated the sweep- 
ing sanctions that were impost 
against Baghdad after Iraq’s 1990 
invasion of Kuwait.

“It's likely that what the Idaho 
Educadon Assodadon perceives as prob- 
lems have merit,” said Roger Hanshew, 
administrator of the Education 
Department’s Professional Standards 
Commission. 

The Arco training prouam brought 
complaints from some teaoiers. 


“They didn't think it was appropriate,” 
said Cheryl Snyder, Butte County 
Educadon Assodadon president.

An endangered listing will be recommend- 
ed for bull trout in the Klamath Basin, and a 
threatened listing for the fish in the Columbia ' 
Basin, the U.S. Fish add Wildlife Service 
announced Friday. 

Such listings ^timately could affect sport 
' fishing, log^ng, grazing and miiung in ports of 
Oregon, Washington, Uohoand Montana that 
aie within ^e Columbia and Klamath basins 
and have bull troutpopuladons. 

’ Hie ageo^ had dn^)^ its earlier requ^t 
to take until August to consider the newest 


information on the fish and said April 9 it 
could make a proposal within 60 ia^ based 
on data from 1994. 

Environmentalists who sued to force protec- 
tion for the fish Have now agreed to the 
timetable. 

After making the formal proposal, the se^ 
vice will have a year to moke a decision, and 
then can use the newest information, said Dan 
Diggs, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service asso- 
ciate manager for the Columbia Basin. . 

While encouraging states to develop their 
own' programs to protect bull trout, the agency 
has not seen any effort comparable to the plan 
Oregon has developed for protecting coho 
salmon, Diggs said.' 

The Oregon plan convinced the National 
Marine Fisheries Service to hold off listing 


coastal coho in Oregon as a threatened 
spedcs. 

Two Montana croups, the Alliance for the 
Wild Rockies and Friends of the Wild Swan, 

E roposed the bull trout for listing in 1992 
ecause'of habitat damage caused oy dams, 
logg^g, grazing and mining, as well as poor

The groups did not immediately return tele- 
phone calls for comment 
' In 1994, Fish and Wildlife found that pro- 
tection was warranted, but was too busy with 
other cases to proceed. The environmental 
groups sued, demanding immediate action. 

Bull trout are extinct in Califoraia. Fish and 
Wildlife did not propose listing populations in 
the Puget Sound of Washington and the 
Jarbidge River in Nevada.

finned that land mcjvement trig* 
gered by record rainfall in 
Washington state was the most 
likely cause of two February rup* 
tures in .’Northwest Pipeline 
Corp.*8 natural*gas pipeline, the 
company said Friday.

BOISE (AP) — A settlement

The Idaho 'Watersheds Project 
and Committee for Idaho’s High 
Desert announced Friday they 
reached a settlement with ranch- 
' ers and the BLM over 1997 graz- 
ing reforms on .the 260,000-acre 
CuUe Creek allotment south of 
Grand 'View. 

The groups had sued to restrict 
grazing there based on harm to . 
■ water quality from past overgraz- 
ing. 

U.S. District Judge Lynn 
Winmill earlier refused to issue a 
restraining order to stop the 
turnout of the cattle onto the 
allotment, but conceded the two 
groups had “unquestionably 
mown a likelihood of success” on 


their claims. . 

The ranchers and BLM must 
protect water quality and fish 
spedes such as redbond trout by 
creating temporary enclosures ' 
and other measures to keep cat- 
tle out of the riparian areas, the 
environmentalists said. 

The stockmen agreed to rest 
portions of the allotment by elim- 
inating or substantially reducing 
grazing on them. 

“This is a first step toward 
. brining this allotment back to 
health," said Jon' Marvel of 
Hailey, president of Idaho 
Watersheds. “But as the BLM 
had admitted, substantial reduc- 
tions in grazing levols will be 
needed on this allotment over 
the long term.” 

The settlement avoids a two- 
day preliminary-injunction hear- 
ing set for May 15.

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Senate OKs bill to protect elderly 
from reverse-mortgage swindles 


Weather, interest hamper 
March existing-home sales

• WASHINGTON — The Senate 
approved a bill Friday intended to pro- 
tect the elderly from con artists who 
charge exorbitant fees for reverse mort- 
gages that provide cash to older home- 
owners' . 

The legislation, approved on a voice 
vote, is an anempt to halt “tluevcs, con 
-artists, swindlers masquerading as 
helpers to the elderly who arc really 
nothing more than rip-off artists,” said 
Sen. Alfonse D'Amato, R-N.Y., the bill's 
key sponsor. 

The fraud typically involves thieves 
who offer to Kdp elderly people obtain a 
reverse mortgage and charge 10 percent 


. of the mortgage — $S,000 on a $SO,000 
mortgage — for their advice, D'Amato 
said. They often foil to say that there will 
be a fee or that such advice is available 
free, he said. 

“We're goingto slam the door on these 
scam artists, these loan sharks,” said 
Sen. Christopher Dodd, D-Conn., a co- 
sporlsor. 

Sixty percent of reverse mongoge bor- 
rowers arc women living alone, and 12 
percent ore men living alone, mostly wid- 
ows and widowers, D'Amato sold, adding, 
“What invidng targets they ore." 

The bill would require that homeown- 
ers be told of oil costs for getting reverse 
mortgages and would authoruc the sec- 
retory of the Department of Housing and 


Urban-Development to ensure that 
homeowners not pay for any unnecessary 
or excessive costs. 

Reverse mortgages, introduced by 
HUD in 1969, are designed to help cash- 
strapped elderly homeowners borrow 
against the equity in their homes. The 
loans are federally insured, and the 
lender is repaid wi^ inmrest when the 
homeowner dies or sells the property. 
Government-approved cotmselors pro- 
vide information on reverse mortgages at 
little or no charge. 

Typical reverse mortgage borrowers 
ore 76, have annual incomes of $10,400, 
and take out the mortgages “because
